which the Porte feems inclinable ; and that *twas be- 
lieved this Propofal would be laid upon the Carpet, 
in the very firft Conferences between the Plenipoten- 
tiaries on both Sides. 

Thofe from Petersburg, which are of the 24th 
ditto, carry the fame Pacifick Afpect ; the Emperor's 
Plenipotentiary at the Ruffian Court having received 
an Expre{s from the Emperor’s Ambaffador aforefaid, 
at Kanfchan, 4 Leagues from Bender, with Advice 
that the Grand Vizier was very earneft that the Ple- 
nipotentiaries on both Sides may aflemble without 
Delay, in order to begin the Negociations for Peace ; 
and that he had given him to underftand, that he 
doubted not bur that the Difference about Afoph 
might be eafily accommodated The Letters 
add, that as the Ruffian Court feems difpos’d to do 
every Thing on their Part for facilitating a Peace, 
they begin to think that che prefent War will be of 
no long Duration. At the fame time there are Let- 
ters from Petersburg which fay, that on the 9th of 
April, Count Munich's Army was in Sight of the 
Turks. —— THe Exprefs above-mention’d brought 
Advice at the fame time, that the Turkifh Army had 
paffed the Danube, and was making | Marches 
towards Bender ; with a Defign, in all Appearance, 
to give Battle to the Ruffian Army, if it advanc’d 
that Way. r 

There are frefher Letters from Warfaw, of the 
28th ult. which feem to put it out of Difpute, that 
the Conferences for Peace will be held at Nimirow, 
a little Town of Podolia, belonging to Count Po- 
tocky the Palatine of Kiow, and Great General of 
the Crown Army. The Emperor’s Plenipotentiary 
thinking this a more proper Place than Kudack or 
Bialacerkiow, the fame has been likewife agreed to 
by the Grand Vizier and the Seraskier of Bender ; 
and the Great General has accordingly fent Advice 
of it to the Count de Munich in the Army, and to 
the Emperor's Mtnifter at Petersburg. ' 

The Court of Vienna has alfo received Advice 
from their faid Ambaffador in Turkey, that the Grand 
Vizier was very much difpofed for holding a Con- 
grefs ; but whether the View of the Porte to gain 
Time, was not the Motive alfo of thefe favourable 
Appearances, could not be determin‘d till the Con- 
ferences were opened. The Letters from thence, 
which are dated the 1ft Inftant, fay, that the Duke 
of Lorrain, and his Brother Prince Charles, having 
taken Leave of the Archduchefs, and the whole Im- 
perial Court in the moft tender Manner, arrived at

Presbourg two Days before, inthe Evening, being 


welcomed by a general Difcharge of the Great Guns, 
and embark“d next Morning on the Danube, to ferve 
as Volunteers in the Army which is forming on the 
Frontiers of Servia. 

They write from the Frontiers of the Ukraine, that 
24000 Turks are arrived at the Dnieper, and that 
from thence they were to advance towards the River 
Bugg, in order to hinder the €Rufhans from paffing 


it. 

The Archduchefs, Governefs of the Auftrian Ne- 
therlands, will return next Auguft to Vienna, with 
about 350 Perfons in her Retinue, and will go to the 
fame Palace and Apartments that fhe lived in for- 
merly : And about the fame Time the Duke of Lor- 
rain will fet out for the Netherlands. 

"Tis faid an Exprefs is arrived at Vienna, with 
News that the Turks had caufed s0000 Men to 
march towards Oczakow, to make the Rufhians pay 
dear for the Siege of that Place, if they fhould at- 
Compt it. 

They write from Berlin, by Letters of the jth 
Init. that the Jews there are ina great Confterna- 
tion, the King having declar’d that he would banith 
them, and take away their Effects; and ‘tis faid 





there are above 120 Families, who are to leave the 
Kingdom in 8 or 10 Days. They add, that the 
Countefs de Schulenbourg, Maid of Honour to the 
Queen, is fhortly to marry the Baron d’Arnheim, 
who has an Eftate of above 20000 Crowns a Year. 

From Hanover, that on the 3oth ult, O. 5. there 
fell {uch a terrible Storm of Rain and Thunder, that 
all the Lower Ward was laid under Water, and two 
large Buildings, balf a League from the Town, were 
reduced to Afhes by Lightning ; whereby a Life- 
Guard Man was kill’d on the Spot with his Horie, 
and a great deal of other Damage done. 

They write fiom Petersburg, by the way of Nam- 
burg, that the Academy of Sciences has refolved to 
fend two Members of their Body towards the utmoft 
Frontiers of that Part of Tartary tubje€t to the Cza- 
rina, in order to fee if shere 6 not a Navigable 
Way towards the Chinefe or Pacifick Sea; which 
was attempted, but did ner fucceed, in the Time of 
Peter I. 

Letters of the 3d Inftant from Dantzick fay, that 
almoft one half of Wilna, the Capital City of Li- 
thuania, has deen reduced to Afhes by a Fire ; and 
that among other Buildings that were confumed, are 
five Convents, and feveral Palaces. 

And thofe of the 8th from Francfort fay, that on 
the 29th of May, the Magazine at Friburg in Swil- 
ferland, in which were 750 Barrels of Gunpowder, 
was blown up by Lightning, with a very dreadful 
Noife and Shock ; fo that moft of the Houfes, and 
particularly the Jefaits Convent, and 3 Nunneri¢s, 
were very much damaged, the Country adjacent w4s 
as much turn’d upas if it had been plow’d, and moft 
of the Stones of that and a neighbouring Tower, 
were carry’d out of Sighr. 

Stockholm, Fune 3,-0.8. The Queen of Sweden, 
who has had the Hover which has been almoft ge- 
neral here, in a vefy violent Manner, is now much 
better, and out of all Danger. 

Drefden, Fune 16, N.S. Count Sulkowski fet out 
the 14th Inftant from Toplitz for Viehna, from 
whence he will continue his Journey to Hungary, 
to take on him the Command of the Saxon Troops. 
The King and Queen are ftill at Toplitz, and will 
remain there about ten Days: The reft of the Royal 
Family are returned hither. By the laft Letters 
from Vienna we had Advice, that the Saxon Horfe 
were arrived there on their March for Hungary. 
This Court has recalled M. Zieck, their Minifter at 
Vienna, and it is faid that M. Bunaw, who was for- 
merly in England, will fucceed him. 

Hague, Sune 25, N. §. The States of Holland 
feparated on Saturday laft, and will meet again for 
their ordinary Afiembly next Month, when they are 
to difpole of the ae are of Foot-Guards, and 
other Vacancies, Civil and Milirary. M.Hop, M. 
Affendelft, and the Fifcal of the Admiralty of Zea- 
land, are appointed to go to Antwerp, as Commiffa- 
ries on the Part of this State, for fettling the Tariff 
with the Auftrian Netherlands.
